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A SHORT HISTORY 
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Tus Royal and National Institution, founded in the year 1822, through 
the patriotic exertions of John Fane (Lord Burghersh), eleventh 
Earl of Westmorland, was opened to the public on March 24, 
1828, under the direct patronage of His Majesty King George ТУ., 
whose interest in its welfare was manifested by an annual donation of 
one hundred One of the last official acts of the monarch 
was the signing, on June 28, 1880, only three days before his death, 
of the Charter granted to the School. His successor, King William ТУ., 
was also a Patron of the Academy, and continued the pecuniary con- 
tribution to its funds. In 1884, by his royal command, the proceeds 
of the Handel Festival held in Westminster Abbey, at which 
the students of the Academy took part in the performance of ** Israel 
in Egypt,” were divided equally between the Royal Society of 
Musicians, the Choral Fund, the New Musical Fund, and the Royal 
Academy of Music, the Academy benefiting thereby to the extent 
of £2,250. 

Her Majesty the Queen has, since her accession to the throne in 
1887, graciously continued the patronage and support extended to the 
Academy by her two predecessors, and, together with the late Prince 
Consort, honoured with her presence a Concert which was given for the 
benefit of the School in 1858.
